MANY GOLD GIFTS 
_ TO REBELS TO PAY 
EXPENSES OF WAR 


Coins Arrive Daily at 
Burgos, Spain. | 
By the Associated Press. : 

BURGOS, Spain, Oct. 19.—Gold 
valued at hundreds of thousands of 
pesetas arrives here daily as Fas- 
cist sympathizers contribute to the 
costs of war against the Madrid 
Government, 

The Fold’ comes in the form of 
rings, watches, bracelets and coins. 
Antique ‘jewelry is included. Mod- 
ern jewelry, much of it set with dia- 
monds and other precious stones, is 
seen, 

Nearly 60 pounds of gold and jew- 
elry arrived here in one day from 
the city of Leon. It was placed on 
display on a covered billiard table. 

This shipment alone, intended for 
the purchase of airplanes, was val- 
ued at close to 500,000 ‘pesetas. The 
gold was to be melted down and 
sold. 

Contributions from’ other cities 
already total millions of pesetas and 
many of the cities and provinces. 
under Fascist contro? have yet to 
contribute. ~_ ‘ 

Cash donations are being re- 
ceived, as well as gold. In a cigar 
box, sent from Leon, there came 
currency, of several nations, includ- 
ing a United States $10 bill.

Most of the casualties were caused 
by falling walls, cracked by shocks 
which started at dawn yesterday. 
Twelve houses in this region were 
destroyed and 300 others damaged 
so seriously engineers ordered them 
abandoned. 

On the shores of Lake Santa 
Croce laborers dug into a landslide 
which plunged down on the main 
road between Vittorio and the Aus- 
trian border. —- 

Three damaged houses collapsed 
at Cornegliano, where one fatality 
was reported.

Jacob Astor and Waldorf Astor

ing, through the United States Su- 
preme Court, to recover $10,810,856 
of/ Federal estate taxes paid some 
years ago on $46,421,545 of prop- 
erty left to them by their 
father, William Waldorf Astor of 
Great Britain, who died in 1919. 
The Supreme Court refused to re- 
view the decision of the Second 
Circuit Court of Appeals, which 
held the tax was correct because 
it was on two trusts for his sons 
which he had.created “in contem- 
plation. of death.” The Southern 
New York Federal District Court 
bad ruled against the levy.

N LAKE ERIE GALE 


Woman and'18 Members of 
Crew Lost Near  Cleve- 
land—Seven Others Res- 
cued by Freighters.

CLEVELAND, Oct. 19.—Eighteen 
men and one woman, all Canadians, 
were drowned after the Canadian 
sandsucker, Sand Merchant,. cap- 
sized and sank in a Lake Erie gale 
late Saturday. night. 

The seven survivors told how a 
majority of their benumbed com- 
panions dropped off, one by one, 
from the two capsized lifeboats to 
which they clung through a night 
of waiting. For 10 hours they 
watched unseeing ships pass them. 
At daylight they were resctted five 
miles off Cleveland. 

One of the seven rescued was 
Graham McClelland, captain of the 
ship. ‘Another was Herman Dault, 
crane operator, who lost two broth- 
ers—the second just 30 minutes be- 
fore the rescue yesterday morning. 

Left Port With Load. 

The 26 sailed. from Point Pelee, 
Ont., Thursday afternoon with a 
load of sand. The Cleveland-bound 
boat ran.into the gale . Saturday 
night. .It capsized at 10 p. m., 14 
miles northwest of Cleveland. 

First word of the disaster was 
received here when the seven sur- 
vivors, four on the one overturned 
lifeboat.and three on the other, 
were rescued by the freighter Thun- 
der Bay Quarries and the car fer- 
ry Bessemer & Marquette No. 1. 

Capt. McClelland, Amos Dault 
and John L. Ideson were picked up 
by the Thunder Bay Quarries on

‘Rebel Motorized Forces Move From 


Illescas Toward Madrid, 
By the Associated Press. 

SALAMANCA, Spain, Oct. 19. — 
Motorized Fascist troops, aided by, 
artillery and aviation, pushed to- 
ward Madrid today after occupying 
Illescas, 22 miles south of the cap- 
ital. The attack was centered in 
the vicinity of Casarrubuelos, about 
18 miles south of Madrid and near 
the main highway leading from To- 
ledo. 

The operation, Fascist command-

CHICAGO, Oct. 19,--“Ma” Street- 
er, who earned the sobriquet “Em- 
press of Streeterville" during her 
fruitless shoulder-to-shoulder fight 
alongside the late Capt. George Wel- 
lington Streeter over the rights to 
$350,000,000 worth of Gold Coast 
property, died Saturday in the Cook 
County Hospital. 

The body of the 63-year-old wom- 
an, who was born on a farm near 
Wakarusa, Ind., and named Emma 
Augusta Loekwood, lay in the 
county morgue today, Her sister, 
Mrs. Alva Fisher of Nappanee, 
Ind., said the body would be taken 
to the family burial plot in Lock 
Township, Ind, There her father, 
Asher Lockwood, and his wife, Mi- 
ralda, were pioneer residents. 

Destitute and alone in her little 
cottage, she was finally taken to 
the hospital Friday over her pro- 
tests tet “all doctors and policemen 
are kilers.” 


Heuse-to-House Peddler, 

Mrs. Clara Gast, a neighbor, said 
the aged woman earned a meager 
living by selling aprons from house 
to house, 

“Ma” Streeter was introduced to 
Chicago on a fall day of 1905, when 
she and the Captain returned from 
a houseboat honeymoon to renew 
the warfare he began in 1889 for a 
title to 186 acres of Chicago's finest 
Gold Coast property. 

Capt. Streeter claimed this val- 
uable “deestrict of Lake Michigan” 
property by squatter sovereignty. 
He saw erected on it the Drake Ho- 
tel, municipal pier, homes of mil- 
loinaires, tall office and fashionable 
apartment buildings, their title pro- 
tected by the Chicago Title and 
Trust Co. 

All the while he fought to estab- 
lish a sovereign state subservient 
only to the Federal Government. 

The Vamoose, a lean, decrepit 
houseboat from Indiana Harbor, 
where Streeter died, was brought 
to Chicago and tied at the mouth 
of the Chicago River, There his 
companion remained, despite court 
efforts to move her, dependent 
largely on the charity of relatives 
until the Vamoose rotted away. 

In October, 1922, “Ma” announced 
she would erect a modern Utopia 
on the disputed ground. Disre- 
garding land titles, the “Streeter- 
ville Guarantee Co.” was incorpo- 
rated in Phoenix, Ariz., ten thou- 
sands shares of stock at $100 each 
and attorney fees of $100,000 to 
protect the company’s claims pro- 
vided for. 

Plans included erection of pala- 
tial apartment buildings and the 
expenditures of $5,000,000 for a 
community center to include pub- 
lic bath houses, a free natatorium, 
a club house for ex-soldiers, a home 
for artists, and a free dispensary 
for poor mothers and their chil- 
dren. 

On May 31, 1934, the Blue Sky 
Department of Illinois refused to 
ganction the sale of the billion- 
dollar stock issue, ruling the 
gscheme was too speculative. The 
game year “Ma” filed suit for one 
billion dollars damages against the 
Chicago Title and Trust Co. and 
1500 Lake Shore property owners 
asking for compensation for the 
logs of the land. 

Final Defeat in Court. 

A month later came her defeat. 
“Ma” was not Streeter'’s wife, the 
Court held. Judge George Rush 
ruled in a divorce suit filed by 
Myles Cannavan that his wife, Mary 
Collins, was married to Streeter in 
South Bend, Ind., on April 22, 1905; 
that they had never been divorced, 
and recommended that her subse- 
quent marriage to Cannavan be an- 
nulled. 

Superior Judge James Wilkerson 
dismissed “Ma's” suit on the 
grounds that her marriage to 
Streeter was illegal and therefore 
she had no interest in his estate.

Eye-Witness Behind Rebel Lines 
Tells How Fascists Cut Railways 
And Virtually Isolated Madrid 


Loyalists Put Up Pitiful Resistance to 
Combined Attack by Cavalry, Infantry, 
Artillery and Planes. j

TALAVERA DE LA REINA, 
Spain, Oct, 17.—(Delayed),—Strik- 
ing with swift deception from To- 
ledo, after the loyalists had braced 
themselves at Navaicarnero, well to 
the North, the rebel forces under 
Gen, Jose Varela today cut the last 
important rail lines leading out of 
Madrid and virtually isolated the 
capital. Now, only motor roads (or 
airplanes) remain for use by Ma- 
drid government officials, if they 
should flee, 

Two vital railroad junctions sit- 
uated between Toledo and Aranjuez 
were seized when the loyalists fled 
from Algodor and Castillejo under 
bombardments by artillery and air- 
planes, while 2000 rebel cavalrymen 
and a.column of infantry drove 
nearly 20 miles closer to Madrid on 
the Illescas highway. 

Algodor is a junction on the rail- 
road from Madrid to Ciudad Real 
and Castillejo is on the line to Va- 
lencia, on the Mediterranean coast. 
Thus liaison between the capital and 
Andalusia has been cut by the reb- 
els, who early in the civil war broke 
the rail connection between Madrid 
and Barcelona by cutting the line 
which runs by way of Siguensa. 
(The line to the Mediterranean coast 
was reported cut previously, but ap- 
parently service was restored by 
Government forces.) 

Little Choice but Flight. 


Just as Grant took Vicksburg, 
not by frontal attack but by cutting 
the rail and river approaches, Gen. 
Varela has left the loyalist Govern- 
ment scarcely any contact outside 
the capital and little choice but 
flight. 

The loyalists may still use gas 
and may fight desperately at Na- 
valearnero, but the rebels tonight 
felt that Madrid was as good as 
captured. The two small railroad 
junctions were vitally important, but 


equally significant was the inea- 
pacity of the loyalists to offer any 
effective resistance. 

From a point near the ruined 
Alcazar at Toledo, this correspond- 
ent saw the start of the fighting at 
dawn. Col. Jose Monuterio’s cav- 
alry rode eastward along the Tagus 
River. Foot columns moved along 
the concrete highway. Soon the 
heavy guns were fired and bomb- 
ing planes joined in the attack, The 
loyalists offered pitiful resistance. 

At 10 o’clock, the fleeing loyal- 
ists went over the last hill inte 
Olias del Rey. From there, a plain 
reaches to Madrid, Rallying at Vil- 
laluenge, the loyalists held there 
until the rebel light artillery went 
inte action and cleared a way for 
the troops. 

Loyalist Trucks Smashed. 

Rebel regulars and red-fezzed 
Moorish native troops swept across 
a wheat stubble and disappeared 
in olive groves, and then emerged 
into more stubble, just 100 yards 
behind the artillery-barrage. The 
shells smashed loyalist motor trucks 
on the highway and sent Madrid's 
defenders into a slow retreat. 

While these troops swept through 
Villaluenge and took the nearby 
airport, rebel columns to the north- 
west pushed out from Sanita Cruz 
and San Martin de Valdeigiesias 
and came together at Villamanta, 
which is only seven miles from ' Na- 
valearnero, These columns, too, 
were well supported by the finest 
or airplanes and tanks. 

Loyalist air forces were seen, how- 
ever. While hundreds of rebel 
trucks, a perfect target, lined the 
Tilescas road, a loyalist bombing 
plane appeared. 

El Douglas?” cried 
troops rushing for cover, Three 
rebel planes, until then invisible 
overhead, dived. The loyalist plane 
trailed: smoke and fire before it

On Feb. 8, the commission con- 
tinued, Jones “consented in open 
eourt to the entry of an injunction 
pending final hearing.” 

Later, Jones sought to have the 
injunction terminated. He told the 
Supreme Court that Commission em- 
ployes illegally seized records from 
his office and that the act confers 
en the Commission “inquisitorial 
powers to investigate at will sue 
pected infractions of the law.” 

The legislation requires that pro- 
posed issues of securities be regia- 
tered with the Commission in ad- 
vance of gale so that the public may 
obtain full information before pur- 
chasing. 

Constitutionality of the act was 
challenged once before by Jones, in 
a €6-to-3 decision last April 6, de- 
livered by Justice Sutherland, the 
court did not pags on validity of the 
act but ruled the Commission could 
not compel Jones to testify concern- 
ing a proposed issue which was 
withdrawn before the registration 
became effective. 


Review Denied Attack on U, S, Aid 
for Municipal Utilities, 

The Texas Utilities Co. and the 
Alabama Power Co. lost in their 
effort to obtain a Supreme Court 
decision on validity of Government 
loans and grants for municipally- 
owned electric systems in Texas and 
Alabama, 

A review of the action of the Dis- 
trict Court of the Distriet of Co-

MAYOR TO FORM MILK 
URDINANGE COMMITTEE 


Three Members Each to Be 
Chosen From Distributors 
Producers and Consumers. 


At the conclusion of a two-and- 
a-half-hour conference behind 
closed doors with about 30 milk dis- 
tributors today, Mayor Dickmann 
announced that he would appoint 
a committee of nine to. work out 
a milk ordinance which “will be 
applicable to the city of St. Louis” 
and “satisfactory to everybody.” 

The committee, he said, would 
consist of three representatives each 
from the distributors, the produc- 
ers, and the Consumers’ Council, an 
organization which has been’ urging 
the adoptior. of a standard milk 
ordinance here. The first meeting 
of the committee will probably be 
held on Wednesday. 

At the meeting today, which was 
an executive session at the request 
of the distributors, the principal 
speaker for the distributors was 
Paul Versen, a attorney. Also 
there with the Mayor were Health 
Commissioner Joseph F. Bredeck, 
Director of Public Welfare Joseph 
M. Darst, and Acting City Counsel- 
or Louis McKeown, 

Standard Ordinance Bill Pending. 

A standard milk ordinance, 
which provides for a strict grading 
of milk, has been prepared by the 
City Counselor’s office and intro- 
duced into the Board of Aldermen 
by Alderman William J. Warnick 
of the Twenty-eighth Ward. 

Asked if the newly proposed ordi- 
nance would be a compromise, the 
Mayor replied: “No, I don’t mean 
that. I don’t know. We want an 
ordinance that will be satisfactory 
to everybody. This is a give and 
take proposition. My interest is 
twofold. I am for clean milk and 
for an ordinance that will not be 
so drastic that it will work a hard- 
ship on a great industry in St. 
Louis.” 

The Mayor was asked if the dis- 
tributors opposed the standard 
ordinance which has been intro- 
duced. He said they opposed the 
grading principle and the. methods 
of taxation, but declined to say 
more. 

“The distributors seem to have 
the impression,” he said, “that their 
industry is being persecuted. That 
is not the case.” 

The committee which he will ap- 
point, he said, will meet with the 
public welfare committee of the 
Board of Aldermen.

BEITE DAVIS LOSES 
SUIT IN ENGLAND 


Cannot Appear in British Pic- 


tures Except for Warner 
Brothers. 


By the Associated Press. 

LONDON, Oct. 19.—Bette Davis, 
American movie actress, was re- 
strained today from appearing in 
pictures or other performances in 
England for any company except 
Warner Brothers of Hollywood. The 
injunction was granted by Justice 
Sir George .Branson in King’s 
Bench Division on application of 
the American company. 

The order prohibits Miss Davis 
from working for Toeplitz Produc- 
tions, Ltd., a British organization 
which sought her services. The in- 
junction is in effect for the re- 
mainder of her contract with War- 
ner Brothers, or for three years, 
whichever period is shorter. 

Justice Branson granted a stay 
of execution for 14 days pending 
notice of appeal. 

‘Miss Davis was described by her 
counsel, Sir William Jowitt, as an 
actress under a “life sentence.” Sir 
Patrick Hastings, representing the 
Warner Brothers, declared Miss 
Davis was “a naughty little girl 
who warts more money.” 

Miss Davis did not go to court 
to hear delivery of the judgment. 

Justice Branson declared Miss 
Davis was guilty of breach of con- 
tract inasmuch as “in June of this 
year Miss Davis, for no discovera- 
ble reason except that she wanted 
more money, declined to be further 
bound by the contract, left the 
United States and in September en- 
tered into an agreement in this 
country with a third person.” 

Acknowledging Warner Brothers 
had not broken the contract but 
contending the agreement “might 
in certain circumstances endure for 
the whole of her natural life,” Jus- 
tice Branson said: 


“Whereas in the present contract 
the covenants are all concerned 
with what is to happen while Miss 
Davis is -employed by Warner 
Brothers and not thereafter, there 
is no room for application of the 
doctrine of ‘restraint of trade.’” 

The Court also commented on 
the argument that the difference 
between what Miss Davis could 
earn as a film actress and in other 
forms of activity would “drive her 
to perform the contract.” 


“She is said to be a person of 


intelligence and means,” the jus- 
tice declared in his decision, “and 
there is no evidence she will not 
be able to employ herself usefully 


and remuneratively in other spheres 


of action, though perhaps not so 
remuneratively. 

“She will not be driven to per- 
form the contract though she may 
beetempted to, perform it. The fact 
she may be so tempted is no ob- 
jection to granting the injunction.”

Officials said today they had ob- 
tained complete confessions that a 
group of Sakdalistas, Philippine ex- 
termists, engineered the Manila 
bombings and fires of Oct. 3 in a 
plan to overthrow the Government. 

Five Sakdalistas were arrested 
following the explosions’ that 
started a $500,000 fire in a hard- 
ware plant and cut a water main 
which supplied North Manila.

The report traced the gradually 
growing recognition in law of the 
premise that workmen’s compensa- 
tion is due for occupational dis- 
ease disabilities as well as trau- 
matic injuries (wounds), but 
showed a wide divergence of le- 
gal opinion and practice in deal- 
ing with the subject. 

Workmen's compensation acts 
have been passed by. 46. States— 
all but Arkansas and Mississippi— 
but only 17 States and the District 
of Columbia grant compensation 
for occupational diseases. 

In five of the latter, however, 
silicosis—one of the most prevalent 
of occupational diseases—is not in- 
cluded in the list of compensable 
diseases, 

Silicosis drew sharp attention 
earlier this year during a congres- 
sional investigation of the cause of 
iliness of many workmen in the 
Hawk’s Nest tunnel project of 
southern West Virginia. 

Silicosis Mentioned Often. 

Silicosis, mentioned frequently by 
name in the report, is a form of 
lung disease caused by inhalation 
of silicate dust. 
Meller suggested that the lack of 
uniformity disclosed by the survey 
and the confusion of statutes and 
court decisions were due to the lack 
of definite knowledge and the pau- 
city of standards on the subject in 
the fields of medicine and en- 
gineering. 

He predicted that these shortcom- 
ings would be remedied by diligent 
study and the scientific research 
now in progress. 

In New Mexico the Compensation 
Act requires workmen to take phys- 
ical examinations, while in New 
York the 1936 law covering silicosis 
and other dust diseases expressly 
prohibits compulsory medical exam- 
ination. Missouri provides for ex- 
amination once a month, North 
Carolina prior to and during em- 
ployment. Five states, Kentucky, 
Massachusetts, New York, North 
Carolina and West Virginia, defi- 
nitely recognize some type of med- 
ical board to diagnose occupational 
disease and advise administrative 
boards. : 

States’ Contrasting Views. 

Contrasting views are held by 
states as to the rights of workmen 
to compensation for occupational 
disease under common law. 

Illinois, Michigan and Ohio courts 
have held such rights never existed, 
and a similar ruling has been hand- 
ed down in North Dakota. Recovery 
under common law in Connecticut, 
Georgia and Texas was termed “ex- 
tremely doubtful.” 

There is some doubt whether com- 
mon law recovery of damages is 
possible in Delaware, Iowa, Maine, 
Maryland, Massachusetts, Oklaho- 
ma, Oregon, Pennsylvania, Rhode 
Island, Tennessee,- Virginia and 
Washington. 

“That such right does exist,” the 
report added, “seems well settled in 
California, Kansas, Kentucky, Lou- 
isiana, Minnesota, Mississippi, Mis- 
souri, Nebraska, New Hampshire, 
New Jersey, New York and West 
Virginia. 

“Tt should be noted, however, that 
occupational disease is compensable 
to some extent under the compensa- 
tion acts in all of the states of this 
group except four—Kansas, Low 
isiana, Mississippi and New Hamp- 
shire.” 

Court decisions on the subject 
were not found in the other states. 
The states in which occupational 
disease is compensable were Mary- 
land, California, Connecticut, [Illi- 
nois, Kentucky, Massachusetts, Min- 
nesota, Missouri, Nebraska, New 
Jersey, New York, North Carolina, 
North Dakota, Ohio, Rhode Island, 
West Virginia and Wisconsin. 

In West Virginia, silicosis was sin- 
gled out as the only disease com- 
pensable under the law.

At the present time the study is 
beirg planned only for the Missis- 
sippi and Missouri Rivers but ulti- 
mately it is expected to be extended 
to all navigable streams. Part of 
the task of the two hydrologists 
will be to determine where new sta- 
tions are to be placed. 

The building of the Fort Peck 
dam, near the headwaters of the 
Missouri in Montana, is the pri- 
mary reason for the creation of 
King’s. job in Kansas City. The 
dam will help keep a nine-foot nav- 
igable channel in the Missouri 
from Sioux City to St. Louis. King 
will study the effect of the dam 
on the river’s stage and flow. 

Barnes and King will concern 
themselves mostly with research 
for several months before changing 
the present methods of forecasting. 
At the present time, the St. Louis 
Weather Bureau issues river fore- 
casts for the Missouri River from 
Kansas City to the mouth, the Mis- 
sissippi River from Louisiana, Mo., 
to Cape Girardeau; the Meramec, 
the Black, the Grand and part of 
the Illinois rivers. The forecasts 
are based on daily reports of stages 
and rainfall from various points 
along the rivers. 

The new service is designed pri- 
marily to aid shippers and flood- 
menaced cities. 


3 INJURED IN PLANE CRASH 


Evanston Negro at Burlington, 
Wis., Piloted Machine. 
By the Associated Press. 

BURLINGTON, Wis., Oct. 19.— 
Three men Were injured when their 
airpalne fell from a height of about 
7 feet into a farmer’s field near 
here yesterday. 

Fred Hutchinson Jr., the pilot, 
a Negro of Evanston, suffered shock 
and possible brain concussion, His 
passengers, Earl Genest and Simon 
P. Loesch, both of Highland Park, - 
were treated for slight injuries. 
Hutchinson told authorities he was 
flying his companions to visit at 
the Frank Demel farm where the 
crash occurred. The plane was 
circling a field, preparatory to 
landing, when it fell, crushing one 
wing.

CLOSED INCIDENT 


In Telegram to Communi- 
cations Commissioner 
Asks for ‘Fair Play ‘and 
Clean Elections.’ 


ASSERTS SPEECH 
WAS ETHICAL 


Radio Company Which 
Barred Part of It From 
Air Cancels Charge but 
Won’t Rebroadcast. 


By the Associated Press. 

NEW YORK, Oct. 19.—Senator 
Arthur H. Vandenberg, whose “de- 
bate” with the recorded voice of 
President Roosevelt was cut off of 
the air by Columbia Broadcasting 
System last Saturday night, said 
today the incident “is closed so far 
as I am concerned.” 

This statement was made in a 
telegram to George Henry Payne 
of the Federal Communications 
Commission, in which the Michigan 
Senator said: “The complaint that 
someone might have thought Mr. 
Roosevelt was participating in the 
broadcast in person is _ ludicrous. 
The announcement was clear and 
specific that he was not present and 
that his quotations dated back to 
1932 and 1933. 

Denies Disrespect. 

“You are quoted in the New 
York Times this morning as saying 
the broadcast was unethical and 
disrespectful. I defy you to identify 
a single disrespectful word unless 
you call it direspectful to prove a 
broken pledge. 

“As for ethics, I suggest that 
fair play cannot be more scrupulous 
in quoting a candidate for president 
than to use his own voice and his 
own words. Surely we have not 
yet reached the point where it is 
unethical to compare specific prom- 
ises with specific performances in 
assessing the record of candidates 
for high public place. 

“The incident is closed so far as 
I am concerned. But I do not pro- 
pose to be unethically attacked for 
submitting a legitimate challenge to 
the Democratic nominee for Presi- 
dent of the United States. I think 
my record proves my complete re- 
spect for the presidency and my 
constant devotion to clean politics. 
In return, ask for fair play and 
free elections.” : 

Likes “Debate” Idea. 

Senator Vandenberg made this 
telegtam public at the Eastern 
Republican headquarters here,which 
he visited on his way to Trenton, 
N. J., where he will speak tonight. 


Senator Vandenberg said he did 


not know who originated the idea 
of the “debate” with a recorded 
voice, comparing the record of to- 
day with the statements of yester- 
day, saying: “I can’t claim it, I‘m 
sorry. I think it is a very clever 
idea, and it will have a beneficial 
effect on campaigns from now on. 
The Democrats can use it as well 
as the Republicans, and if anyone 
is hanged by his words, that’s his 
own fault.” 

Senator Vandenberg was asked 
for a prediction on the outcome of 
the Nov. 3 election, and said: “I 
think it’s unpredictable, and I’m 
not making any predictions.” 


Radio Firm Cancels Charge But 
Refuses Rebroadcast. 

CHICAGO, Oct. 19. — A demand 
by the Republican National Com- 
mittee for a rebroadcast of Sen- 
ator Arthur H. Vandenberg’s inter- 
rupted “fireside chat” Saturday 
night with the recorded voice of 
President Roosevelt, was denied 
last night by the Columbia Broad- 
casting System. 

Vandenberg’s speech was cut off 
a number of Eastern stations of 
the Columbia chain and was heard 
with some delay and interruptions 
over most of the Western outlets 
when he attempted to use a phono- 
graph record of the President’s 
voice as a part of his program.

30 Planes, With 500 Riflemen and Machine 
Surprise Force That 


-Ambushed Aviators in July.

ADDIS ABABA, Oct. 19. — Italy 
today completed a mass reprisal 
against Ethiopian irregulars who 
last July ambushed and killed 13 
Italian aviators in Western Wallega 
Province. 

Thirty bombing and transport 
planes, carrying 500 men armed 
with rifles and,machine guns, land- 
ed at Lekemti, dispatches to Addis 
Ababa reported, and engaged irreg- 
ular troops in a fierce conflict in 
which the Ethiopians suffered 
heavy casualties. 

The attackers joined forces with 
local warriors sympathetic to the 
Italians, and the combined expedi- 
tion hunted out the Ethiopians 
thought to have been responsible 
for the July killings. These they 
attacked with bombs and machine 
guns. 

With the reprisal operation com- 


pleted, the Italian forces returned 
to Lekemti to consolidate Fascist 
domination of the western territory 
and await the arrival of a motor- 
ized column from Addis Ababa. 


On July 8, three bombing planes 
under the command of Gen. Vin- 
cenzo Magliocco, alighted at the 
same place, near Lekemti. Ethio- 
pian irregulars attacked the Italian 
flyers from ambush, killing Gen. 
Magliocco, Col. Carlo Calderini, 
Maj. Antonio Locatelli, noted trans- 
Atlantic flyer, and other pilots and 
mechanics. 

Italian indignation was wide- 
spread, as the victims were promi- 
nent aviators. Gen. Magliocco was 
Assistant Chief of Aviation. Maj. 
Locatelli was a participant in the 
Balbo mass flight from Rome to 
Chicago in 1933. 


JAPAN TD OPEN AIRLINE 
0 MANDATED ISLANDS 


Reports to League on Former 
German Holdings; Denies 
Fortifying Area. 


By the Associated Press. 

GENEVA, Oct. 19.—Japan will 
open an airline to the mandated Pa- 
cific islands which once belonged to 
Germany, an official report to the 
League of Nations disclosed today. 

Apparently answering in advance 
any accusation that the airline will 
be used for military purposes, the 
Japanese announced the line was 
to “promote efficiency of adminis- 
tration and assist industrial and so- 
cial activities of the inhabitants.” 
At the same time, disturbed over 
reports that it recently withdrew 
warships from the islands, Japan 
said it never had had either forti- 
fications or naval forces in the area. 
The Marianne or Ladrone Islands, 
nearest of the mandates, are approx: 
imately 1600 miles from Japan. 
Specific aims of the projected air- 
line were stated as follows: (1) Con- 
veyance of official documents; (2) 
air mail; (3) observation of the 
movements of fish; (4) meteorolog- 
iical observations in connection with 
fisheries; (5) establishment of com- 
munications in the case of interrup- 
tion of regular steamer services, 
“through accidents” oor other 
causes; (6) Search and relief in case 
of marine disaster. 

The report said the only means of 
communication at present from 
Japan to the islands, was by sub- 
sidized steamship service. This was 
held “unsatisfactory.” 

As for the militarization reports, 
the Japanese document said: 

“Simultaneously with’ the estab- 
lishment of the South Seas bureau 
in April of 1922, the South Seas De- 
fense Corps was abolished and the 
entire naval contingents stationed in 
the islands. was withdrawn. 

“Since then absolutely no military 
or naval forces have been stationed 
there. No military or naval base or 
any fortification ever has been 
maintained or newly-built within 
the territory. The natives -never 
have been subjected to military 
training.” 


SEEKS SOCIAL SECURITY ACT 
RULING BY SUPREME COURT 


Vermont Asks for Decision as Part 
of Test of New York Job 
Insurance Law. 

By the Associated Press. 


WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—The Su- 
preme Court was asked today to 
pass on constitutionality of the 
Federal Zocial Security Act in con- 
nection with its forthcoming deci- 
sion on validity of the New York 
Unemployment Insurance Act. 

The Justices took under consid- 
eration a petition by Edward F. 
McClennen, asking for permission 
to file a brief on behalf of Ver- 
mont, requesting a final ruling on 
the Federal legislation. 

Before states can benefit from 
taxes imposed by the Federal law 
they must pass supplementary State 
laws. 

In an oral statement to the court, 
McClennen contended that the:valid- 
ity of the Federal law was involved 
in the New York case, to be ar- 
gued soon. Chief Justice Hughes 
replied that attorneys in the New 
York litigation had said the Fed- 
eral law was not affected. 

HcClennen contended in a brief 
that the Social Security Act was 
beyond the powers of Congress and 
that “the acts of the states passed 


within. the scheme thereof are be- 


yond the powers of the respective 
Legislatures” under both the Fed- 
eral and State constitutions,

LISBON, Portugal, Oct. 19.—The 
jeweled crown once worn by the 
kings of Portugal was stolen in 
broad daylight Sunday from the 
pantheon, historic burial place of 
several monarchs. 

Two men and a woman, frequent 
visitors to the pantheon, were seen 
to kneel in prayer at the tomb of 
King Carlos and then at the crypt 
of Crown Prince Louis Philippe. 

At closing time, it was discov- 
ered that the doors to the glass re- 
liquary containing the collection of 
crown jewels were open. The gold, 
jewel-studded crown was gone. 


18 PALESTINE JEWS ARRESTED 


Suspected of Firing on Two Arabs 
in Tel Aviv. 

JERUSALEM, Oct, 19.—(Jewish 
Telegraphic Agency) — Eighteen 
Jewish youths, residents of the col- 
ony of Petach Tikva, were arrested 
Saturday on suspicion of having 
fired on two Arabs in the all-Jew- 
ish city of Tel Aviv. 

In a cable to High Commissioner 
Sir Arthur Grenfell Wauchope, the 
Arab Supreme Committee, which a 
week ago ended the six-month gen- 
eral strike, declared that Arab rul- 
ers of neighboring territories had 
protested against the shootings in 
Tel Aviv, asserting that their co- 
racialists were keeping the peace 
agreement while the Jews were not.

TO CARRY SIXTH 


MISSOUR) DISTR 


Margin Probably Will Not 


Exceed 5000 Votes in 
Area Including Spring- 
field and Sedalia.

Roosevelt carried it 
in 1932 by 26,872. Hoover won it 
in 1928 by 35,163.

BRITISH PEER SAYS ENGLAND 
NEARS ‘RESPECTABLE FASCISM’ 


Lord Marley Predicts Downfall of 
Premier Baldwin in Favor of 
Chamberlain.

ATHENS, Ga., Oct. 19. — Lord 
Marley, British statesman, foresees 
“a respectable Fascism” for. En- 
gland. Only close co-operation of 


the Labor party, the Liberals and 
the left-wing organizations can 
forestall such a development, he 
said here in an address at the Uni- 
versity of Georgia Institute of Pub- 
lic Affairs. 

Lord Marley, chief opposition 
whip in the House of Lords, de- 


clared he feared “in the future we 
must expect in England an increas- 


ing attack on the liberties of the 
people, disciplining of the civil pop- 
ulation, less tolerance and the be- 
ginning of what may be called a 
respectable form of Fascism.” He 
asserted the British Cabinet contin- 
ually was being dominated to a 
greater extent by its more reaction- 
ary members, adding: “It is proba- 
ble that Mr. Baldwin will not re- 
main for long Prime Minister and 
his successor may. possibly be Ne- 
ville Chamberlain.” 

Lord Marley expressed belief 
the United States can be re 
lied on to give. British democracy 
moral support against Fascist ag- 
gression. “It is a matter of serious 
regret,” he said, “that many exam- 
ples of leadership in world affairs 
offered by the United States have 
not been followed.”

50 Killed and 490 Injured 
in Four Days of Street 
Fighting Between Hin- 
dus and Moslems.

BOMBAY, India, Oct. 1% — 
Danger of an epidemic increased 
the fears of the population today 
as troops patroled_streets in trucks 
to prevent fresh outbreaks of 
Hindu-Mosiem rioting. Casualties 
mounted to 50 persons killed and 
490 injured. 

Garbage collectors refused to go 
into the streets, scene of disorders 
for the past four days, and pave- 
ments were deep with refuse — & 

rious menace to health in the 


warm Indian climate. 

The clashes began Thursday dur~ 
ing construction of a Hindu place 
of worship near a Moslem mosque 
and spread rapidly. 

Officers yesterday rounded up 300 
persons listed as “bad characters” 
and planned to establish special 
jails since all in the city were 
crowded, 

Three Hindu temples and other 
buildings were fired over the week- 
end and much looting went on in 


the city. 

A British sergeant was struck by 
a stone and taken to a hospital. 
Many others of the injured were 
hit by flying bricks and stones. 

Yesterday opened quietly after 
fighting Saturday in which nine 
were known to have been killed and 
at least 100 injured, but roving 
bands raided shops and homes and 
started a new wave of incendiary 
fires. 

A Hindu temple near Bhendiba- 
zar was burned to the ground. 

Police rescued a Hindu doctor 
who was attacked savagely by a 
crowd of other Hindus when he 
tried to shelter a Moslem.

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THE COST TO THE AVERAGE MAN, 
History proves that centralized, bureaucratic gov- 
ernment always results in a crushing burden of tax- 
ation which falla upon everyone. This has always: 
been so; it always will be so. The reason is easy to un- 
derstand, A bureaucratic government is a govern- 
ment which undertakes to do many things that ordi- 
narily would be left to individual initiative. When 
government adopts paternalism and takes ever indi- 
vidual responsibilities, the result is a vast increase 
in the number of government employes and ¢onse- 
quently in the cost of government, 

What does this mean to the man on the street? It 
means just one thing—that he will pay the cost of 
maintaining a centralised, bureaucratic government, 
This fact was recognised by Mr, Roosevelt when he 
said in his 1982 Pittsburgh speech: ‘Taxes are paid 
in the sweat of every man who labors, because they 
are a burden en production and can be paid only 
by produetion, ,,, Our workers may never see a tax 
bill, but they pay in deductions from wages, in in- 
ereased cost of what they buy, or (as now) in broad 
eessation of employment,” 

The man in the street is now paying, As Mr, Roose- 
velt pointed out, he pays in indirect taxes, His share 
of the tax burden has increased under the New Deal, 
This is admitted by the President, who wrote to Roy 
W, Howard, president of the Scripps-Howard newapa- 
pers, under date of Sept. 2, 1985: “What is known as 
consumers’ taxes, namely, the invisible taxes paid by 
people in every walk of life, fall relatively much more 
heavily upon the poor man than on the rich man, In 
1929, consumers’ taxes represented only 30 per cent of 
the national revenue, Today they are 60 per cent, 
and even with the passage of the recent tax bill, the 
proportion of these consumers’ taxes will drop only 
5 per cent.” 

Why is the consumer now paying 55 to 60 cents out 
of every tax dollar as compared with 30 cents in 19297 
The answer is found in the unprecedented rise in 
Government expenditures to a point where taxing the 
rich can supply only a small part of the revenue need- 
ed te support a bureaucratic and spendthrift Gov- 
ernment, 

In the fiscal year which ended June $0, 1938 (all 
but four months ef which fell in the Hoover admin- 
istration), the United States Government spent about 
five billion dollars, including relief expenditures. In 
the fiscal years ending 1985 and 1986, the Gov- 
ernment spent §$7,376,000,000 and $7,206,000,000, re- 
spectively, not including the cost of the bonus. For 
the current fiscal year ending next June 30, expenses 
are estimated at $7,202,000,000, but this does not 
include $500,000,000 additional fer relief which the 
administration has indieated will be needed. With 
this §500,600,000 added, the prospective total ef ex- 
penditures for the current year reaches §7,702,000,000, 
Thus it is seen that expenditures are still increas- 
ing, despite business recevery, Expenditures are 
now far higher than during the worst year of the 
depression, The facts suggest that the present level 
of taxes is not a mere temporary condition, but may 
be regarded as a permanent condition under the New 
Deal, This interpretation is borne out by Mr. Roose- 
velt’s recent Pittsburgh speech, in which he predicted 
that the budget would be balanced from increasing 
revenues, not from reduced expenditures. 

Quite as alarming as the growth of total Govern- 
ment expenditures is the inerease in the normal ex- 
penditures of the Government, If we exclude from 
the total of Government spending the bonus payments, 
the cast ef recovery and relief measures and the COC, 
we get a picture of the permanent, non-emergency 
development of bureaucracy. In the 1935 fiscal year, 
these normal expenses of the Government amounted 
to $3,871,000,000. They increased to $3,943,000,000 for 
the last fiscal year (1936) and (again figuring normal 
expenses as the total cost of government less bonus 
payments, the cost of recovery and relief measures 
and the CCC) they are expected to exceed five billion 
dollars for the current year, including $405,000,000 
for social security. (Mr. Hoover has charged that the 
actual running expenses of the regular establishments 
of the Government are now about six billions a year.) 

.This great increase in Government spending has 
taken place in a country that still is free. Bureaucra- 
cy has grown alarmingly, but we are not yet a regi- 
mented people. Our Federal Government is still a 
government of limited and enumerated powers. The 
NRA, the AAA and other measures of bureaucratic 
control of economic affairs have been held unconsti- 
tutional. Will our Federal Government remain a 
government of limited and enumerated powers? Or 
“shall we set up in America in defiance of the Amer- 
ican tradition and in defiance of the plain intent of 
the Constitution as it now stands a government of 
vast and centralized authority over the economie life 
of the nation?” 

This, as we have previously stated, ig the over- 
shadowing issue of the election. If the answer of 
the American people to the latter question is “Yes,” 
if Mr. Roosevelt is re-elected, if the Federal Govern- 
ment ig to assume direction of eur economie life, bu- 
reaucracy will expand on a scale which we have not 
hitherto seen and the cost of government will mount 
correspondingly. We shall then test Mr. Roosevelt’s 
prophecy that taxes, “if excessive, are reflected in 
idle factories, tax-sold farms and hence in hordes of

Southerners read little of the prolific literature about Dixie, says North Carolina editor; 
whether romanticists or realists, writers portray a largely imaginary country; 
some pictures of degradation are true, but similar scenes may be found elsewhere; 
complacency will be at an end when “the South learns te read as well as write.”

IKE cotton, Southern literature is for 
L the export trade. A Southern book may 

ereate the angry Asheville of Thomas 
Wolfe (though the local library doesn't 
have it on its shelves). A hook about the 
South may even help create a civil war, if 
Mrs, Stowe in heaven doesn’t mind my say- 
ing se. A play based on a book about Geor- 
gia may draw the indignant oratory of a 

argia Congresman. Almost anything can 
happen te a book about the South except to 
be read in the South. 

La de da. This whole South of the books 
is Poictesme: the land that lies beyond the 
nose of book readers, that famed country 
whieh lies outside the circle of the reading 
lamp. The details change but the spirit 
doeg not. It is walking distanee from Har- 
riet Beecher Stowe to Grace Lumpkin, 

The Colonel fought carpetbaggers and the 
scalawags and saved the missus and the 
girls, And the carpetbaggers were bad. But 
Albion Winegar Tourgee, who was one him- 
self, wrote stirring stuff, too, and. in his 
beaks the carpetbaggers fought the wicked 
Ku Kluxergs. And brave white men have 
fought bad Negroes. And good Negroes 
have struggled against bad white men. 

And now the tenant struggles against the 
grasping landlord—a new tenant informed 
in the doctrines of Marx. (How much truth 
is there in the Southern legend that tenants 
lie awake all night figuring how to cheat the 
landlord, and the landlord lies awake figur- 
ing how te cheat the tenant?) And now 
the mill worker fights the fat industrial 
baron. And at the same time—I thank her 
for it—Miss Ellen Glasgow points the old 
verities again in a troubled world. Is it pos- 
sible that the old verities are ag romantic 
as the new ones? 

I lay no complaint against this romance. 
But all those who insist that this or that (I 
think I’ve done it myself) is “a veracious 


portrayal ef the South,” I ean only refer to 
Pontius Pilate, I am not at all sure what 
the South is myself. There is an infinite 
variety about my neighbors and also a some- 
times discouraging sameness, infinite variety 
and remarkable sameness being qualities 
common to all men everywhere, so far as I 
have been able to judge. 

Of course, Erskine Caldwell's Jeeter Les- 
ter is a true picture of a man, but with 
slight differences in stage set, he might be 
found living in a degradation and poverty as 
deep in Jersey as in Georgia. Was it in Jer- 
sey or Georgia where a child died recent- 
ly of trying in hunger a supplementary feed- 
ing of the paint on the walls? (it must 
haye been Jersey; the walls aren't painted 
in Georgia.) 7 

They tel] the truth who write about the 
degradation of tenant farmers and the ex- 
ploitation of tenant farmers. But surely no 
sensible person would suggest that exploita- 
tion of man by maw is an element of local 
color. 

Probably eyen at this late date, the most 
widely read romantic novel about the South 
was written by a lady born in Litchfield, 
Conn., who became familiar with the evils 
of slavery while liying in Cincinnati, O. The 
incurably romantic Yankee who made nut- 
megs out of wood takes gratefully in return 
a literature made often by the same process. 
That's trade, and trade is the basis of civil- 
ization and perhaps alse of literature. 

Pessimists are telling us that Brazil, Egypt 
and India are going te get our cotton acres. 
But I doubt whether that would be a loss 
comparable to the discovery that romance 
properly tended will grow as well in the 
enion fields and the su beet lands, even 
in city streets, as in the Catton Kingdom, 
But perhaps the loss is inevitable. One day 
the South is going to learn to read as well 
as write, and then the show will be over.

Russian, but neutral, independent 
and armed for its own defense, 

Though superficially it looks as 
if the bonds between France, Bel- 
gium and Britain had been dis- 
solved, actually, they may become 
stronger than they were. For to- 
day, the three nations take more 
nearly the same view of Europe 
than they have for 15 years. They 
come nearer to standing for the 


alliance, France and Britain would 
have to fight for the security of 
Belgium, and probably with better 
spirit insofar as they do not feel 
themselves entangled. 

It may be, too, that a new system 
of peace is in the making, based 
not on collective action against an 
ageressor, but on the defense of 
neutrality.

It is, of course, true that the situ- 
ation in Central Europe is danger- 
ously explosive. It is much too 
early to indulge in complacency. 
But there is no reason to think that 
it is any worse than it was and 
there is good reason for thinking 
that the foundations of peace are 
being strengthened by the clarifica- 
tion of French policy, the rearma- 
ment of Great Britain, the con- 
certed action of the creditor Powers 
for financial. stabilization and freer 
trade and the general recovery 
throughout most of the world. 

The trying times --» not over, for 
the dictatorships are incalculable. 
But at least it can be said that the 
bonds which unite the peoples who 
want to live and let live are grow- 
ing stronger day by day, and time, 
the healer, is oh the side of peace. 
It is now true, I believe, that if a 
great war can be postponed for a 
few years, it can probably be pre- 
vented.

POLICE CHECK ON ALL 


Motion Before Convention Af- 
ter Minister Tells of System 
in Europe, 


By the Associated Presa, 
COLUMBUS, O., Oct. 19.—A rec- 


ommendation for police registration 
of all persons came before the con- 
vention of the United Lutheran 
Church yesterday as Dr, G. H. 
Bechtold of Philadelphia reported 
a three-month study he made in 
England ‘and Germany. 

“Many Americans throw up their 
hands in horror at the thought of 
such universal registration,” he de- 
clared. “But some such step is nec- 

for the proper control of our 
shifting population—those children 
of the depression who roam over 
the country as they please.” 

Both Germany and England, 
said Bechtold, have found police 
registration effective in curbing 
crime and in halting the wande?- 
ings of people without regular 
places of abode. 

“When I entered a German or 
English city to spend the night I 
had to register, and my registration 
went to the police authorities,” said 
Bechtold. “At first it seemed 
strange, but I realized that such a 
system was necessary because of 
the great number of wanderers cre- 
ated by the economic depression.” 

Supervised Movements. 

In Germany, he said, unemployed 
men move from city to city in 
search of work, but always under 
the supervision of officials who so 
direct their movements that no par- 
ticular center’ suffers from an in- 
flux of jobless, 

“Such a system would put an end 
in our-own country to this great 
floating population, and to much of 
the crime which can be traced di- 
rectly to the thousands of people 
who wander from coast;to coast— 
their movements undirected and 
their actions unsupervised.” |

State Committee Distributes Hand- 
bills; Democrats Deny Using 
Political Pressure.

secrecy of the ballot protected them 
in their right to vote for the party 
of their choice in the Nov. 3 elec- 
tion.

Reporter Ekins Arrives by 
Plane at New York, Beating 
Graf Zeppelin’s Time.

NEWARK, N. J., Oct. 19.—H. R. 
Ekins, New York newspaper re- 
porter, landed today at Newark Air- 
port at 10:49 a. m. and went imme- 
diately to New York, the starting 
point of his trip around the world. 
The official time for the trip was 
announced as 18 days, 14 hours and 
56 minutes. 

He arrived here in a regular air 
liner, having landed at Kansas City 
at 2:58 a. m. from Burbank, Cal. 
and left 23 minutes later. 

The air liner circled the United 
States Naval Air Station at Lake- 
hurst en route here. Lakehurst 
marked the actual start of Ekins’ 
air journey Sept. 30, when he em- 
barked on the Zeppelin Hindenburg 
for Europe. , 

“I feel pretty good, but very tired 
and awfully sleepy,” he said as he 
alighted from the plane. He waved 
to friends who greeted his arrival, 
then got in a private automobile 
which took him to the New York 
World-Telegram offices, where he 
officially ended his trip at 11:14. He 
represents this and other Scripps- 
Howard newspapers. 

The plane was the eighth vehicle 
used by the New York World-Tele- 
gram writer on his all-air trip. 

The two reporters who started 
with him, Leo Kieran and Dorothy 
Kilgallen, were at Manila today 
awaiting a Clipper plane. . 

The Graf Zeppelin’s around-the- 
world time in 1929 was 21 days. 

John Henry Mears and Capt. C. 
B. D. Collier, using commercial fa- 
cilities, and their own plane at 
times, traveled around the world in 
23 days, 15 hours, 21 minutes in 
1928. 

Ekins has said any one with a 
desire to duplicate his trip needs 
less than $5000 for expenses. 

He started his tour with only 50 
pounds of baggage, including his 
15-pound typewriter and only one 
blue serge suit.

SULA, Oct. 19.—Discovery of primi- 
tive Eskimo “blood paintings” on 
dried walrus and seal _ intestines, 
closely resembling hieroglyphics of 
prehistoric European cave dwellers, 
was said today to offer new evi- 
dence of the Eskimos’ origin. 

Dr. Hans Himmelheber, German 
anthropologist, who unearthed the 
paintings near Kuskokwim delta in 
Southwestern Alaska, said the 
paintings might be a key to the de- 
ciphering of stone age paintings. 

The paintings were in black, red 
and blue, which Dr. Himmelheber 
said were made by mixing mineral 
deposits from Nelson Island with 
blood. Most of the paintings de- 
picted heroie deeds of the aborig- 
inal Eskimo. The¥ showed such 
scenes as a strong man killing a 
walrus by hanging on to its tail 
flippers, a mother with five chil- 
dren sleeping in the snow, and 10 
starving wolves.

WAR CUTS U, $, EXPORTS 
TO SPAIN BY 75 PER CENT 


No Record of Any Munition Ship- 
ments; Gasoline and Cotton 
Trade Very Small. 

WASHINGTON, Oct. 19.—Effects 
of the Spanish Civil War on Ameri- 
can trade were disclosed today in a 
special Commerce Department sur 
vey, showing a 75 per cent decline 
in United States exports to Spain 
during the first two months of the 
conflict, July and August. In Aug- 
ust the United States shipments 
totaled only $474,000, a decrease of 
about 85 per cent under the corres- 
ponding month last year. 

Preliminary estimates indicated 
that America sold virtually no mun- 
itions to either side. No exports of 
firearms, ammunition or cannon 
were recorded and sales of quasi 
war materials such as auto parts 
and gasoline were at very low levels. 
Only 279 bales of cotton, often re- 
garded as a war commodity, were 
shipped to Spain during August and 
September, although exports in the 
same months of 1935 totaled 29,000 
bales. 

America’s total shipment of six 
leading foreign trade products 
during the opening two months of 
the revolution were estimated at 
$1,486,607 in comparison with $5,747,- 
001 in the same period of 1935. The 
war was held directly responsible 
for the decline in United States ex- 
ports to Spain from $25,262,000 in the 
first eight months of 1935 to $21,- 
035,000 in the same months of this 
year.

The Big Terrapin Race. 
The Age of Man.

JY americans; they might have to 

pay the bill. Japan and Russia, 
supposed recently to be on the verge 
of war, are said to have an under- 
standing about things in the East 
that would involve depriving the 
British of profitable locations and 
rights. This does not please Britain, 
but that is the business of Japan, 
Russia and England. 

When Americans read “Seven- 
teen Ships of U. S. Fleet Arrive at 
Nanking,” with other American 
ships, destroyers, submarines and 
supply ships on the way, they 
should think a little. 

What is our great interest out 
there? The United wager does not 
depend upon Chinese, Japanese or 
thee Oriental trade. This is a self- 
sufficient nation, thank heaven; not 
like England, a small island unable 
to live on what it produces.

On Wednesday next, Lepanto, 
Ark., will enjoy its annual terra- 
pin race. The terrapin, some may 
not know it, is a small turtle, high- 
ly expensive, for which the meat 
and bones of the muskrat are some- 
times substituted with imitation 
yellow terrapin eggs added.

Man, like other mammals, should 
live at least 10 times as long as 
it takes to reach the age of 
reproduction. Some, like the horse, 
live 20 times as long. On that basis, 
man's lower life limit would be 150 
years, with a higher limit of 300 
years. Three hundred years might 
be too long; 150 about right; 75 
years to get an education, then 75 
more to enjoy it.

"Dusty" Rhodes, Only 24, Supervises All Girls of One. of Country's Big Lines 


RUTH “DUSTY” RHODES .. ,

KANSAS CITY, Mo., Oct. 17. 

N her private office in the ad- 

ministration building of the air- 

port here in Kansas City a 24 
year-old mite of a girl sits behind a 
big desk and gives orders with the 
firm hand of a gray-haired execu- 
tive. At 24, this girl is tops in her 
field, with no place left to go in 
the aviation business unless she 
breaks into the men’s end of the 
game. Her name is Ruth Rhodes, 
affectionately nicknamed Dusty. 
She is chief hostess of Transcon- 
tinental & Western Air, Inc., has 60 
employes under her and is credited 
by her bosses with having more per- 
sonality and mental stability than 
any girl in the United States. 

But even with one of the most 
unusual jobs in the country, and 
being a top-flight executive at 24, 
Dusty Rhodes will not dramatize 
her work or romanticize about any 
of her experiences. 


“People are always asking me to 
tell them some of my exciting ex- 
periences,” she says. “Well, I don’t 
seem to have run into anything very 
exciting. Every flight has been in- 
teresting, but there haven’t been 
any narrow escapes or anything else 
that would fall under the head of 
excitement. It’s work, pleasant 
work,/and that’s all.” 


It’s probably that excess of “men- 
tal stability” of which her bosses 
boast that makes Dusty Rhodes re- 
gard her job as just work, and work 
to be done well. Certainly there are 
thoueands of working girls in the 
United States who would trade 
places with her, or any one of her 
60 hostesses, because applications 
pour into her office by the bushel 
every day. 

Dusty Rhodes came to TWA from 
the Philadelphia General Hospital 
where she was head nurse of one of 
the surgical divisions. She had 
made several trips between Phila- 
delphia and Pittsburgh -by plane 
and when she heard that TWA was 
hiring registered nurses to act as 
hostesses to their’ customers, she 
applied for a job. She got it and 
worked at distributing a little “per- 
sonal service” for them from Octo- 
ber to May. By that time her per-

sonality and “mental stability” had 
come to the attention of the execu- 
tives: of the airline and Dusty 
Rhodes was*promoted to the posi- 
tion of chief hostess of the | line, 
given a big mahogany desk, a pri- 
vate office and the job of super- 
vising 60 hostesses and training the 
new ones that are kept in reserve 
to fill vacancies. 


From a big north window in her 
office, she has a view of tne whole 
airport. Tha biz planes zoom over 
the administration building and on- 
to the landing field. The phone in 
her office rings constantly. A head 
of a department wants to know 
something about the new style con- 
tainers in which lunch is served to 
the customers of TWA. A young 
lady is waiting to be interviewed for 
a position as hostess. A whole class 
of young women are sitting in the 
next room waiting to take examina- 
tions on the subject they have been 
studying for three weeks under the 
supervision of Dusty Rhodes, who, 
I am convinced, is one of the busi- 
est young women in the United 
States. 


“We're training some extra girls 
now to substitute while the regular 
hostesS8es are vacationing. We take 
our vacations in the winter,” she 
explained. “There are few Vacan- 
cies to be filled, usually, and l’ve 
never had a girl quit except to be 
married. In the past year 10 of 
my girls have married and some of 
them are stil#keeping on with their 
work, There is no rule in our or- 
ganization which requires a girl to 
resign just because she gets mar- 
ried,”

All applications for positions as 
hostess are referred to . Dusty 
Rhodes. She considers each care- 
fully and if interested in some 
applicant, arranges to have the girl 
given free transportation aboard 
one of the TWA planes to Kansas 
City and then decides in a personal 
interview with the young § lady 
whether or not she is hostess mate- 
rial, The first requirement for any 
young woman who aspires to the 
position of hostess is that she be 
a registered nurse. Next, she must 
be between 21 and 26 years old, 
not under five feet or over 
five feet four inches in height, and 
weigh between: 100 and 118 pounds. 
If she measures up to those re- 
quirements, Dusty Rhodes’ then 
tests her for: personality, mental 
equipment and personal appear- 
ance, 


“We try to find girls who com- 
bine brains and good looks,” she 
smiled. “They don’t have to be 
beautiful, but they must be easy 
to look at and have a certain 
amount of brains.”

USTY RHODES herself is a 
ectiniteiy beautiful girl and cer- 
tainly has more than an ordin- 
ary supply of brains. In six months 
she learned enough about the air- 
plane business to be able now to in- 
struct classes in accounting, plane 
equipment, and “personal service.” 
In emergencies she stands ready 
to fly any place in the United 
States to supervise the work of her 
girls.

But there are fairly well-de- 
fined criteria by’ which we can measure 
responsibility at any given age. There 
is sufficient information about these*gen- 
eral s , gathered from the home 
and th® playground, to give parents a 
fair idea of what to expect of their own 
children. 

Carelessness, whatever its fundamental 
cause may be, is likely to present itself as 
an attitude of indifference,-a lack of in- 
terest and concentration; and may result 
in the performance of the daily routine 
tasks in a crude, untidy, inefficient man- 
ner, Parental requests to do certain 
jobs, carry out the ordinary responsibili- 
ties associated with personal hygiene, or 
help out with the chores may be entirely 
ignored or forgotten. 

An adult may show careless indiference 
toward certain aspects of his daily routine- 
~-his manner of dress, or the way he 
keeps his checking account—and yet be 
most painstaking in fulfilling his profes- 
sional and‘social obligations. We are in- 
clined, however, to expect our child to 
assume a responsible attitude toward all 
his activities.

HILDREN are not concerned about so- 
called disorder. It is only through train- 
ing, and the acquisition of an apprecia- 
tion of the necessity of conforming and co- 
operating, that they finally grasp the im- 
portance of hanging up clothes, putting 
away their playthings, returning bor- 
rowed tools, folding up the newspaper, 
closing the icebox door, taking special 
care of. their Sunday clothes, and in- 
numerable other personal responsibilities. 
_ Children, of course, differ greatly in 
their interest and concern about the ma- 
terial things in their environment, 

At a fairly early age some youngsters 
are upset and confused by a disorderly 
environment. They are extremely fussy 
about their dress and personal cleanli- 
ness, exacting about their food, and in- 
sistent that their playthings and books 
be carefully put away. They easily be- 
come converts to the slogan that there 
is a place for everything and everything 
must be in that place. A spot on a dress 
or any disarrangement of their belong- 
ings is a matter of importance, They 
violently resent any intrusion into their 
personal affairs. In short, everything 
seems to matter to this type of child. 

With another child, perhaps in the 
game family, there is an absolute indif- 
ference to the chaos and confusion of 
environment. In fact, he fails to recog- 
nize that disorder exists. He hangs his 
clothes upon the floor, his bureau may 
be the place of convenience at the mo- 
ment for a pair of muddy shoes. He 
throws his soiled linen under the bed, 
and pushes furniture about to make way 
for the activities of the moment. Rugs 
he rolls up and throws into the corner;

Remember, when you are trying to 
train a child out of habits of carelessness 
and indifference, only a few of the fun- 
damental difficulties can be attacked at 
parents, especially a 
mother, finds herself wearied and worn 
out by her efforts; while her child be- 
comes either indifferent or actually defi- 


approval), they are not the solution with 
all careless and indifferent children. Not 
infrequently we see these undesirable 
traits as a reaction to an environmental 
situation created by parents who are try- 
ing to be perfectionists. 

Here, we find a home where everything 
revolves around order. The cardinal sin 
in such a household is the violation of 
the well established customs and tra- 
ditions of cleanliness, punctuality, and 
orderiiness. No opportunity is given by 
such parents for normal, youthful-activi- 
ties. Floors and furiture take precedence 
over fun and frolic, regardless of whether 
it takes place in the parlor or the wood- 
shed. 

No pause is given the tired, weary 
child when he comes in from play. He 
must immediately hang up his hat and 
brush his hair. The chair he selects and 
the posture he takes are apt to be the 
wrong ones, while his clothes are. scruti- 
nized, and his nails examined and criti- 
cised. Finally, his playroom is equipped 
for order rather than activity. Under 
such conditions a child finally succumbs 
to the restraint and constant nagging 
with a casual indifference which fre- 
quently affects his whole attitude at 
home, school and elsewhere. 

On the other hand, parents, who have 
been subjected to the rigid discipline of 
a too highly organized household, may 
take the stand that they do not want 
their children to have the same unhappy 


an atmosphere of liberty and license 
which again leads to a careless indiffer- 
ence to the rights of others. 

The habit of carelessness may creep 
into the personality of a child in such 
an insidious manner that parents fail to 
appreciate its presence until the child 
enters school. Reports are sent home 
that Tommy gets poor marks because he 
is so careless, Indifferent, sloppy hand- 
writing cuts down his marks in spelling 
and writing. Careless mistakes in addi- 
tion and subtraction give failing marks 
in arithmetic. Failure to get to school 
on time, handing in untidy work though 
it may be correct, whispering or inatten- 
tion affect both conduct and effort. 

The teacher invariably states that the 
child could do the work if he really 
wanted to. So Tommy is pushed on by 
his teacher, scolded by his parents, and 
teased by the other children. 

* * 


thorough investigation. Tommy may 

be a dull boy who is trying to do a 
job that is completely beyond his ability. 
He is worried, hurried, and harassed by 
adults who are expecting more of him 
than he can give. A psychological exam- 
ination may reveal that he is one or two 
grades beyond where he should be. This 
places him in unfair competition and 
failure is inevitable. Consequently, what 
may be actual inability is looked upon as

from parent, friend or teacher, he be- 
comes filled with hopelessness about his 
job. Often he turns to some a-social type 
of activity (practical and demanding of 
his attention) such as truancy, stealing, or 
fire-setting. To his relief, he finds he 
does this fairly well; and he is inclined 
to continue such behavior. 


Praise and rewards may be dispensed 
in such a way as to make a child over- 
dependent on this method of stimulating 
honest effort. The parent who is over- 
zealous in praising a child for everything 
he does, never allows that child to find 
out that much of his everyday conduct is 
taken for granted outside his home. Thus, 
he creates a problem not only for ‘his 
child, but for his child’s teachers. and 
contemporaries later on. Under early 
training of this nature, a child becomes so 
dependent upon praise that he feels hurt 


when it is not forthcoming. He begins - 


to entertain the idea that he is not appré- 
ciated and that therefore his efforts are 
useless. In this state of mind, it is easy 
for him to drift into slipshod, careless 
ways which reflect in his school’ work 
and his social relationships. 

The foregoing paragraphs represent 
only a few of the varied factors which 
cause or contribute to carelessness. They 
may, however, give parents an idea of 
how the problem should be attacked. Only 
by looking upon undesirable types of be-

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An Open Mind 
Is Necessary 


In Modern Life 


By The Rev. J. F. Newton 


HE late Gilbert Chesterton—a 
T nce mountain of a man with 

a tiny, squeaky voice, and a 
glittering mind—said some wise and 
witty thingd about the virtues and 
vices of an open mind. 

The object of opening the mind, 
he said, is not simply to keep it 
open. Surely not. The object of 
opening the mind, as of opening the 
mouth, is to close it on something 
solid, bite it, and believe it. 

Otherwise, an open mind is an 
absurdity, as if a man should go 
about the street with his mouth 
wide open. A mind so open that 
ideas go in one ear and out at the 
other, is merely an *mpty mind. 

In other words, suspended judg- 
ment may become suspended anima- 
tion, and the mind dies. A man 
may be like a donkey equi-distant 
between two bundles of hay, starv- 
ing but unable to make up his 
mind. 

A mind must have focus, Chester- 
ton argued, or it is nothing. For 
everyone must admit that open- 
mindedness is without signal merit 
unless it leads to having a mind 
of our own, good or bad. 

To hold judgment flexible to per- 
suasion is well enough, if it is 
finally to be persuaded of some- 
thing. But to believe nothing, deny 
nothing, and do nothing, cannot be 
acclaimed a virtue. 

After all, there is some virtue in 
intolerence, if it means a hearty 
closed-mindedness that refuses~ to 
let error be as good as truth, much 
less to question whether there be 
any truth at all. 

It is in religion that open-mind- 
edness is most stupid. A man who 
is an agnostic—that is, one who 
does not know—thinks that because 
he does not know everything he 
cannot know anything. 

Such an attitude may be honest 
and sincere, however absurd, but 
as often as otherwise it is a labor- 
saving device to escape the toil of 
thinking—an excuse, an alibi for 
indifference. 

By all means let us be open-mind- 
ed to new truth, willing to make 
experiments, and be tolerant of oth- 
ers. But let us have convictions, 
too, think them out ag far as we 
can, and stand by them.
